Mankind,  after  making  three 
giant  steps  upward  will  eventual- 
ly arrive  at  a condition  of  "uni- 
versal teaching  and  learning,” 
projected  Dr.  Mortimer  Adler  on 
“The  Future  of  Man”  at  the  Ac- 
ademic Emphasis  Committee- 
sponsored  lecture  Wednesday. 

HE  FRANKLY  described  this 
condition  as  based  on  a quite 
"blind  optimism”  in  the  educabili- 
ty of  man”. 

Dr.  Adler  is  assuming  that  in 
the  next  100  million  years  (the 
sun’s  assured  life,)  that  there  will 
be  no  thermonuclear  extinction  of 
life,  and  that  man  is  "endowed 
with  reason  and  freedom  and  can 
foresee  and  control  his  future. 


Prime  Minister  Endorses  Johnson 
In  Viet  Nam  Crisis  Negotiations 


UNITED  NATIONS,  N.  Y., 
(AP)— British  Prime  Minister 
Harold  Wilson  expresed  belief 
Wednesday  that  President  John- 
son’s offer  to  enter  into  uncondi- 
tional negotiations  could  break 
‘a  vicious  circle”  in  the  Viet  Nam 
crisis  and  lead  to  lasting  peace. 

He  told  a crowded  news  con- 
ference at  U.N.  headquarters  that 
it  is  up  to  the  parties  concerned 
— and  it  was  clear  he  was  point- 
ing a finger  at  the  communists — 
to  take  up  the  President’s  offer. 

VVH^ON  WILL  MEET  Thurs- 
dav  with  President  Johnson  in 


Washington,  where  Viet  Nam  is 
expected  to  rank  high  among 
matters  to  be  discussed. 

The  Prime  Minister  was  asked 
if  he  believed  North  Viet  Nam 
would  enter  peace  talks  while  un- 
dergoing U.S.  bombardment. 

“It’s  a bit  of  a vicious  circle’ 
He  commented  in  reply.  But  he 
added  that  he  believed  President 
Johnson’s  offer  on  negotiations 
made  in  his  speech  in  Baltimore 
last  Wednesday  could  begin  to 
break  the  circle,  and  it  was  up  to 
the  parties  concerned  to  enter 
into  negotiations.

IN  A BRISK  retracing  of  man’s 
progress,  the  stocky  lecturer 
whose  mind  sometimes  outran 
his  tongue,  described  the  great 
technological  advances:  first, 
brute  man  discovered  25,000  years 
ago  how  to  harness  the  energy  of 
animals  and  use  metal  tools. 

The  next  step,  6,000  years  old, 
was  "the  invention  of  human 
slavery,  a tool  with  a mind.”  This 
created  leisure  for  a few. 

"IN  OUR  lifetime,”  he  declared, 
"we  have  seen  two  revolutions: 
the  democratic  revolution  and  the 
technological  revolution”  which 
he  dates  after  the  Korean  War. 

ONE  EFFECT  will  be  world 
unification.  "History  is  a slow 
process  or  political  amalgama- 
tion,” Dr.  Adler  described.  "Every 
political  unit  is  a peace  unit.  The 
first  World  War  was  a world  war 
only  by  courtesy.  The  second  was 
better  and  the  third  will  be  better 
year.  Not  until  you  can  have  a 
global  war  can  you  have  global 
peace.” 

With  war  eliminated  “wealth 
will  be  turned  to  productive  ends. 
It's  conceivable  that  there  Will  be 
enough  affluence  on  earth  for  all 
men.” 

HE  DIGRESSED  to  comment 
sadly,  "How  revolutionary  is  the 
world  ‘air  when  you  pronounce 
it  without  silent  reservations. 
When  you  say  ‘all  men’  you  start 
adding  ‘except  . . . ’ ” 

The  challenges  of  the  next  1,000 
years  as  he  sees  it,  will  be  "Are 
we  good  enough  to  solve  the 
problems  of  tomorrow  today? 
Can  the  mind  cope  with  the  rate 
of  institutional  change?  Can  cult- 
ure survive  mass  society?  Are 
our  institutions  too  good  for  us? 
Have  we  too  much  freedom  and 
ish  f^aqe  envoy,  to  Peking  or! Power  for  our  own  good?” 

Hanoi,  Wilson  responded:  “never  "THERE  ARE  dimensions  to 
to  take  ‘no’  for  an  answer  is  one  science  we  can’t  go  beyond,”  he 
predicted.  "In  the  next  100  million 
years  we  will  reach  the  end  of 
exterior  progress.  What  then?” 

Dr.  Adler  used  a quotation  from 
Dante  to  answer:  world  peace 
shall  be  a means  to  procure  "the 
fullest  development  of  the  poten- 
tials of  the  human  mind.”  "All 
progress  will  be  internal.” 


PUFFING  ON  HIS  PIPE  and 

in  good  humor,  Wilson  came  to 
the  conference  after  an  hour- 
long  private  talk  with  Secretary- 
General  U Thant  and  a diplomatic 
luncheon  given  by  Thant  in  his 
honor. 

Wilson  declined  to  discuss  his 
talk  with  'Thant,  other  than  to  say 
it  ranged  over  the  main  -pro- 
blems facing  the  United  Nations 
and  the  world.  He  said  he  found 
their  exchange  “extremely  con- 
structive and  useful.”  Thant  is 
pursuing  his  own  efforts  aimed 
at  bringing  the  parties  in  the  Viet 
Nam  conflict  to  the  conference 
table.

of  the  rules  of  the  game.’ 

He  said  that  President  John- 
son’s offer  of  negotiations,  if  fol- 
lowed up,  ‘could  lead  to  a peace- 
ful and  lasting  settlement.”  If  a 
setlement  is  to  be  effective,  he 
declared,  it  must  be  one  under 
which  the  people  in  Viet  Nam  can 
live  in  the  kind  of  society  they 
chose,  and  one  not  imposed  on 
them. 

"I  HOPE  A NUMBER  of  coun- 
tries will  respond  by  agreeing  to 
consultations  without  conditions,” 
he  said. 

Wilson  was  asked  if  Britian 
would  contribute  money  to  the 
economic  development  of  South- 
east Asia,  along  the  lines  of  John- 
son’s announcement  that  he 
would  ask  Congress  for  $1  billion 
for  that  purpose. 

"I  thought  this  was  a news 
conference,  not  a pledging  confer- 
ence,” Wilson  quipped.  But  he 
told  the  reporters  that  Britian 
was  already  putting  a consider- 
able amount  of  money  into  South- 
east Asia  development  projects, 
and  that  it  would  go  along  with 
the  move  by  Johnson  "as  far  as 
possible,  considering  our  econo- 
mic position.”  .

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Salzburg:  Intellectual,  Cultural  Center  And  Everybody  Skis

Editor's  Note:  The  following  articles 
written  by  students  studying  with 
BYU  in  Salzburg  are  being  run  as 
part  of  the  emphasis  on  Austria  Week. 


Austrian  history  extends  back 
to  the  time  of  -the  Romans.  Even 
when  the  Celts  swept  into  the 
area,  they  found  a people  living 
in  the  fertile  area  of  the  upper 
Danube.  The  period  of  time  that 
followed  was  one  of  conflict  be- 
tween the  legions  of  Rome  and 
the  Celtic  people. 

The  Romans  were  successful 
in  pushing  the  Celts  behind  the 
Danube  and  establishing  that 
river  as  the  northern  boundary 
of  their  empire  in  15  B.  C.  The 
Barbarian  invasions  that  ended 
the  Roman  empire  also  had  a 
marked  effect  upon  the  people 
living  in  the  area  of  Austria.  The 
Huns,  Ostrogoths,  Lombards, 
Avars,  and  Bararians  all  crossed 
through  the  centrally  located  Aus- 
tria. In  788  A.  D.  Charlemagne, 
a Frankish  king,  conquered  the 
area  and  established  it  as  a mili- 
tary outpost,  the  Ostmark.  It  is 
from  this  name  that  the  modern 
nation  of  Austria  takes  its  name 
(Osterreich=East  Kingdom). 

THE  GOLDEX  AGE  of  Aust- 
ria begins  with  the  birth  of  the 
Hapsburg  dynasty  in  •1273.  The 
next  few  hundred  years  brought 
the  Hapsburgs  as  the  rulers  of 
the  Holy  Roman  Empire  to  riv- 
alry with  France  and  England 
for  the  control  of  Europe.  Such 
grreats  as  Charles  V,  Maria  Ther- 
esia, and  the  more  recent  Franz- 
Joseph  are  illustrative  of  the  lea- 
dership that  has  made  Austria 
great. 


Salzburg,  one  of  Europe's  old- 
est cities,  lies  in  the  midst  of 
centuries  of  history  and  tradition. 
As  such,  Salzburg  has  evolved  as 
a center  of  Catholic  and  Medieval 
history.  During  the  Middle  Ages, 
the  Archbishop  of  Salzburg  func- 
tioned as  one  of  the  seven  elec-: 
tors  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire. 
Reminiscent  of  this  day  is  the  Ho- 
hensalzburg  Castle  which  rests 
with  dignity  atop  the  Monchs- 
berg  in  the  center  of  the  city. 

AS  WITH  OTHER  Austrian 
cities,  Salzburg  is  an  intellectual 
and  cultural  center.  The  Univer- 
sity of  Salzburg  dates  back  to 
the  Catholic  Reformation  of  the 
1500’s.  Typical  of  its  cultural 
background  was  the  birth  of  Wolf- 
gang Amadeus  Mozart  in  the 
eitheenth  century. 

From  the  green  foothills  of  the 
Alps  to  the  winding  cobblestone 
street- -Getreidega.sse;  Salzburg 
is  a city  of  antiquity.

Honor  Council  Policy 


The  ASBYU  Honor  Council  has 
been  representing  the  students 
of  this  University  since  1949.  At 
that  time,  the  students  voted  to 
adopt  an  Honor  system  and  a 
Council  to  represent  them.  In  a 
representative  capacity,  the  Coun- 
cil has  endeavored  to  promote 
honor  by  effective  educative  pro- 
jects. Also,  a number  of  students 
meet  with  violators  of  the  Code. 
The  purposes  behind  meeting 
with  violators  of  the  Code  are 
two  in  number.  First,  a violator 
is  reminded  of  his  or  her  pro- 
mise to  live  the  standards  of  the 
University.  Secondly,  a conscient- 
ious effort  is  made  by  a council 
member  to  help  a violator  live 
the  code. 

Of  late,  the  administration  of 
Brigham  Young  University  has 
been  concerned  with  the  effective- 
ness of  our  Honor  System.  In 
keeping  with  their  desire  to  str- 
engthen our  present  procedures 
and  with  our  desire  to  maintain 
a school  with  high  standards  of 
honesty  and  integrity,  the  ASBYU 
Honor  Council  recommended  the 


following  approved  action  which 
is  now  in  effect: 

1.  Faculty  explain  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  semester  how 
the  Honor  System  is  to  opera- 
te in  their  classroom. 

2.  Faculty  members  take  ap- 
propriate disciplinary  action 
in  all  classroom  offenses. 

3.  All  violators  of  Code  report- 
ed to  Honor  Council. 

4.  Action  recommended  by  AS- 
BYU Honor  Council  on  first 
offense: 

a)  warning 

b)  reprimand  or 

c)  probation 

5.  At  initial  meeting  with  Coun- 
cil, violator  reminded  that  a 
second  violation  will  result 
in  a recommendation  for  su- 
spension to  University  Stand- 
ards. 

In  the  past  there  has  been  a 
significant  number  of  students 
who  repeatedly  broke  the  Code. 
The  above  proposal  primarily  con- 
cerns those  students  who,  per- 
haps, would  be  more  comfortable 
at  another  university.

Cougar  hurdler  Mike  Douglas 
covered  the  330-yard  distance  in 
:37.5,  to  establish  an  Edwards 
Stadium  record  set  two  weeks 
earlier  by  Oregon’s  John  Buller. 
Douglas  has  recorded  a :36.7  for 
' the  event. 

THE  PROVO  CATS  placed  seC' 
ond  in  an  exciting  440-yard  relay 
to  commence  the  three-way  com- 
petition, but  captured  first,  sec- 
ond, and  fourth  in  th^e  mile  to 
take  the  scoring  lead  and  were 
never  headed  thereafter. 

Breaking  the  tape  for  BYU  was 
ace  distanceman  Bob  Delaney, 
still  having  his  problems  with  ill- 
ness.

the  chances  seem  remote.  Twice 


in  a two-year  span  (1962-63)  the 
6-4  Cedar  City  athlete  left  the 
previous  record  in  sliambles. 

On  a rainy,  soggy  afternoon 
two  years  ago,  Roberts  pushed 
his  scoring  total  to  7,343  points. 
Even  in  the  worst  kind  of  weath- 
er Roberts  proved  peerless  as  he 
placed  first,  or  tied  for  first,  in 
all  nine  of  the  all-around  events. 
This  was  the  first  time  in  the  40- 
year  history  of  the  Invitational 
all-around  that  this  has  hap- 
pened. Roberts  is  currently  com- 
peting with  the  BYU  varsity 
track  team 


THOSE  HIGH  school  hopefuls 
who  are  eager  to  tackle  this 
year’s  all-around  are  sure  to  find 


better  conditions,  regardless  of 
the  weather.  BYU’s  new  rubber- 
ized-asphalt track  should  be  com- 
paratively free  of  water. 

Until  Roberts  came  along  three 
years  ago,  only  three  high  school 
stars  had  repeated  as  all-around 
champions.  Jim  Lindsay  of  Beav- 
er became  the  first  to  win  the 
trophy  two  years  in  a row  in 
1932-33.  Ralph  Hall  of  East  High 
repeated  in  1942  after  winning 
the  championship  in  1941.  And 
Wilford  “Whizzer”  White,  the 
famous  athlete  from  Mesa,  Ariz., 
held  the  all-around  mark  for  11 
years  after  breaking  the  record 
in  1946  and  1947.

East  German 
Cyclist  Walks 
To  Freedom 


LONDON  <AP)  — Hartumt 
Seholz,  East  German  cycling  ace, 
disappeared  from  his  team  soon 
after  arrival  at  London  Airport 
and  is  presumed  to  have  defected, 
cycling  officials  said  Tuesday. 

SCHOLZ,  STAR  of  the  East 
German  pursuit  squad,  arrived 
with  other  riders  and  a trainer 
Monday  night  to  compete  in  Fri- 
day’s meet  at  Heme  Hill  Stadium. 

Officials  said  he  passed  through 
customs  and  immigration  ahead 
of  his  teammates,  leaving  them 
to  bring  in  the  team’s  bikes.  Then 
he  grabbed  his  bags  and  made  off 
into  the  crowned  airport  build- 
ings. 

JAMES  WALLACE,  promoter 
of  the  event  for  the  southern 
counties  cycling  union,  said:  ‘Tt 
may  be,  of  course,  that  he’s  just 
lost.  But  that  seems  highly  un- 
likely.” 

Seholz  was  booked  for  a return 
contest  with  Czechoslovakia’s 
Olympic  pursuit  champion,  Jiri 
Daler.  Seholz  beat  Daler  in  East 
Berlin  earlier  this  year. 


IN  RECENT  years  the  all- 
around  trophy  has  remained  in 
the  Beehive  State.  But  there  was 
a stretch  (1956-57,58)  when  the 
trophy  was  carried  over  the  bor- 
der by  all-around  champions 
from  Nevada,  Colorado  and  Wyo- 
ming. 

Bud  Spicer,  who  smashed 
Whizzer  White’s  record  in  1958, 
was  the  last  out-of-state  athlete 
to  win  the  Invitational  all-around. 

THIS  year  the  nine  events  will 
be  spaced  over  a two-day  period. 
Th.e  pole  vault,  l(X)-yard  dash, 
high  jump  and  shot  put  are 
scheduled  for  Friday  afternoon. 
The  discus,  180-yard  low  hurdles, 
javelin,  broad  jump  and  440  will 
be  run  off  on  Saturday.
